Secret Society Circles are Much Excited 
Over a Pamphlet Written by one Kin- 
a ila—Catholics are Warned Against 
Having Anything to do With Them.

LAST SLAVE AUCTION. 


ANDO HOW IT WAS 1 wast CONDUCTED 
ON A GEORGIA PLANTATION. 


Interesting Account of a Scene Witnessed 
Near Savannah—The Class of People Who 
Attenced Such Sales—Slaves Valuciess 
After the War Broke Ou:. 


The death of « gentleman in Philadel- 
phia recently bas recallel the last great 
slave anction in the sont in 1879 This 
gentleman was the clerk of the sile. and 
and he wrote as A MeMento an elaborate 
and cirenmstantial account of the two 
days’ proceedings, and this he did secret- 
ly, so intense was the desire of the mana- 
gers to prevent any report geting to the 
papers of the north.
